He revealed his stand at a press 
conference, called to announce that 
SEC had moved, for

Light Corp. Under that section the 
commission has been given a man­ 
date by congress

Utilities Power & Light Corp. 
is in the process of reorganization 
under section 77B of the Federal 
Bankruptcy act. Douglas said that 
the commission felt it would be 
wiser to have the corporation meet 
the requirements of the holding 
company act before some conven­ 
tional reorganization plan is ap­ 
proved by the court,

TN THE first test of Its kind, the “plek-a-baek” 
plane that took off from Ireland for a flight 
to New York, has crossed the Atlantic and will 
reach Its goal today. It landed at Montreal before 
noon. 
The 2,850 mile westward crossing of the 
Atlantic was made at an average speed of about 
145 miles an hour. 
The flying contraption is 
really two planes, with the larger one, the flying 


boat .Mala, carrying the smaller plane, the .Mer­ 
cury, on its back. 
When sufficient height and 
distance is reached the Mercury' is detached from 
the larger plane and continues on across the 
Atlantic. 
Tile “pick-a-back” idea, introduced by 
British designers, is to conserve the gas supply of 
the ocean plane.

truck, or other vehicle without 
the owner’s consent while such 
an auto, truck or other vehicle is 
in or on any street, highway, al­ 
ley or public grounds in the city 
of Circleville.”

director urged that the ordinance 
be presented. “His department is 
having much difficulty in keeping 
streets from being littered because 
of the handbill practice,” Mr. Reid 
said.

WARSAW, 
July 
21—(UP) — 
What happens to a dictatorship 
when the dictator dies? The death 
of Marshal Josef Pilsudski in 1935 
precipitated that question. 
The 
answer thus far has been given 
only partly and tentatively in Po­ 
land. The completion is expected 
within a year. 
Pilsudski was a man whose ab­ 
solute power was unquestioned 
and unchallenged. It rested upon 
the complete trust of the broad 
mass of the people and the un­ 
conditional devotion of the armed 
forces. 
He detested parliamenta- 
rianism with all it stood for and, 
on his death—as befits a dictator 
—he let the mantle of sovereignty 
fall into the hands of his chosen 
followers. These are headed by 
President Ignacy 
Moscicki 
and j 
the 
commander-in-chief of the 
army, Marshal Edward Smigly- 
Rydz, 
Since Pilsulski’s death Poland 
has been in what the present lead­ 
ers prefer to call a "transitional 
period.” The foreign and domestic 
policies have been in a state of 
complete and continual flux. They 
can be described neither as tend­ 
ing toward the right nor the left. 
Poland occupies the rather am­ 
biguous position of being neither 
a democracy nor a dictatorship. 
Divided Into Factions 
The reason for that condition is 
that the people of Poland have 
refused to recognize the thesis of 
the inheritance of absolute power. 
They are split into the usual idea- 
logical factions, it is true—clam­ 
oring to share power with the suc­ 
cessors of Pilsudski, the present 
rulers of Poland. Their voice has 
been heard, and those rulers have 
decided to choose the most suit­ 
able political faction as partners 
in a future coalition government. 
Thus the problem is to place the 
regime on a broader basis by sub­ 
stituting coalition rule 
for 
the 
present government. 
This process of selecting the 
"most suitable” coalition partner is 
at best, an extremely difficult one. 
Carried out with anything 
less 
than the greatest tact and dis­ 
cernment, it undoubtedly would be 
fraught with danger for the coun-; 
try’s future. 
Which is to be chosen? 
Would 
the rightist, nationalist National 
Party or the democratic, liberal 
Peasants Party fit the bill best? 
The 
Social 
Democrats and the 
Communists can be eliminated as 
unacceptable to leaders of the 
state. 
The most logical thing to 
do would seem to be simply to se­ 
lect the stronger of the two can­ 
didates. 
This brings the problem 
back to the starting point, how­ 
ever, 
since 
none 
knows which 
party is the strongest. 
No General Vote Since 1928 
There have been no free and 
general elections in Poland since 
1928. The government's is the task, 
therefore, of constructing the ma­ 
chinery necessary for carrying out 
of impartial and accurate elec­ 
tions. Only preparatory measures 
are contemplated for the time be­ 
ing. 
Municipal (not parliamen­ 
tary) elections will be held over a 
period of one year. 
Warsaw will vote in 
October 
with Lvov. Cracow and Foxnan 
following in November, Vilna will 
vote some time during the winter, 
and by April, 229 large and small 
cities will have cast ballots. 
In 
the spring the rural communities 
numbering 29,934, will vote over a 
period of eight weeks. 
These community elections will 
show which of the two divergent 
political paths, that to the right 
or that to the left, the govern 
ment henceforth will follow. 
It 
seems certain, moreover, that at 
least one election, that for the 
president, will be held ss ached 
uled in 1940.

NEW YORK—(U P)—Stirred by 
discoveries of remains of 
early 
man and of animal bones near Al­ 
pine, in 
the 
rugged 
Big 
Bend 
country of 
southwestern 
Texas, 
geologists this Summer will study 
the Pleistocene, or Ice Age, depos­ 
its of that region, it was announc­ 
ed here by the Geological Society 
of America. 
The investigators, Dr. Kirk Bry­ 
an, professor of geology in Har­ 
vard University, and Dr. Claude 
C. Albritton, instructor of geology 
in Southern Methodist University, 
have been awarded a grant from 
the Penrose Bequest of the society 
to carry on the research. 
The geologic project will sup­ 
plement the work of an archeolog­ 
ical expedition undertaken jointly 
by Harvard University and the 
Sui Ross Teachers College of Al­ 
pine, Tex., to explore and excavate 
sites of early man and extinct an­ 
imals in the region within 50 miles 
of Alpine. 
The field survey Is un­ 
der way, and already 19 sites have 
been located at which relics of 
early men have been found at 
depths of from 7 to 20 feet. 
Dr. Albritton and Dr. Bryan will 
study the sites excavated by arch- 
eologists, and will correlate the 
deposits thus exposed with nearby 
natural exposures and with the 
general topography of the region 
in an attempt to discover the ex­ 
act age of the deposits. 
The region is one of broad ba­ 
sins and isolated mountains. Some 
of the basins drain to the Rio 
Grande, and some are enclosed. It 
is expected 
that 
at 
least two 
months in the field will be neces­ 
sary.

Old Remedies Found Best For Arthritis 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
I HAVE BEEN attending the 
annual meeting of the American 
Medical association in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Although tliis report will 
reach my readers somewhat late to 
be classified as news, it is worth 
while to review the meeting be­ 
cause here is assembled every­

The scientific sections are in 
two divisions—ore is the reading 
of reports to audiences of doctors;

There has been so much talk 
about new remedies that it was re­ 
freshing to hear Dr. Dawson of 
New York recommend a few old 
tried and true methods that are not 
expensive nor difficult to obtain. 


Three Categories Listed 
He divided the methods of tre a t­ 
ment of arthritis into three cate­ 
gories—first, the r e m e d i e s of 
proved value; second, the remedies 
of doubtful value; and third, the 
remedies of no value.

division, the remedies of proved 
value, he listed rest, psychothe­ 
rapy, the use of salicylate drugs, 
such a3 aspirin, heat and physical 
measures, splinting and other or­ 
thopedic treatm ent, and climate. 
Under the treatm ent of doubtful 
value he I sled removal of focal in­ 


fections, such as teem and tonsils, 
and special diet of any kind. 
Of 
no value, he said, were vaccines, 
amy drugs except those designed to 
relieve pain, bee-venom therapy, 
sulfamlimide, sunshine, sulphur auld 
several others fam iliar to the vic­ 
tims of this malady. 
It was a re­ 
freshing breeze of honesty after all 
the compound bunk we have heard 
about the treatm ent of arthritis. 
Advance in the treatm ent of dia­ 
betes was reported by the use of 
crystalline insulin. 
When insulin 
was first used over IO years ago, 
it was obtained from the extract of 
the pancreatic gland. 
Now they 
can m ake it in pure crystalline 
form like any other chemical. 
In 
the treatm ent of severe diabetes 
with crystalline insulin, Dr. Alt­ 
shuler of Detroit has found that 
fewer doses are needed and dis­ 
agreeable reactions of all kinds are 
rare. 
An astonishing report was that 
of a young girl who had one-hall 
of her brain removed for epilepsy. 
In spite of the fact that the part 
which is supposed to be concerned 
with the higher thought centers is 
gone, she is able to conduct her 
life and affairs with considerable 
success. 
This would tend to show 
that the brain can com pensate it­ 
self for loss to a considerable ex­ 
te n t

ALL TREES require food, w ater 
and air to keep them in good 
health. And only healthy trees can 
resist attack s of insects and dis­ 
eases. 
Therefore proper w atering 
of trees becomes exceedingly im ­ 
portant during tim es of great heat 
or drouth. 
W hen w atering a tree, 
the w ater, if it is to serve its pur­ 
pose. m ust reach we Ii below' the 
surface so the roots underground 
can drink it in. 
As shown in the Garden-Graph, 
one effective m ethod of w atering a 
tree during a drouth period is to 
sink a four-inch tile (sixteen Inches 
long) into the ground a t a point 
half way between the trunk of the 
tree and the outer spread of its 
branches. 
Do this on tw o or more 
sides of the tree. 
The end of a 
hose should be placed in the open­ 
ing of the tile and the w ater allow­ 
ed to run into the tile slowly but 
for several hours a t a time. 
This 
‘‘underground 
soaking” 
should 
be 
repeated 
every two 
weeks during dry spells. 
Between 
w atering periods the open end of 
the tile can be covered w ith an 
inverted flower pot 
or 
a 
heavy 
piece of sod. W hen fall rains sta rt 
the tiles can be filled with soil.

Institute of Technology, where he 
is a professor of chem istry, D avis 
traced the w anderings of the Chi­ 
nese pseudo-scientist to a Japan­ 
ese tomb at which pilgrim s still 
pray for longevity and happiness.

QUESTION: Can you please tell me w hat is w rong w ith my phlox? 
The lower leaves are turning brown and dying, and the upper leaves 
are yellowing. 
ANSW ER: 
The lower leaves of the phlox are probably dying 
because of lack of sufficient m oisture, together w ith the sam e thing 
which is causing the yellowing of the upper leaves—red spider. 
This 
is a tiny insect th a t you can hardly see w ithout a m agnifying glass, 
which is especially prevalent th is^ 
season. 
A lthough it is pretty late 
now to help the phlox, the spider 
can be killed by use of sulphur. 
Dusting sulphur should be applied 
with a regular dust gun. 
Ordin­ 
ary powdered sulphur or flowers 
of sulphur such as you buy a t the 
drug store is entirely too coarse 
so th a t you m ay have to hunt 
around until you find some dealer 
handling 
the 
specially 
prepared 
sulphur known as dusting sulphur. 
It is necessary to g et it on the 
under-surface of the leaves where 
the m ajority of the spiders are. In­

They will contain a higher 
percentage of chaff, of weeds, and 
of less desirable grasses such as 
tim othy, rye grass and m ay even 
contain such pest grasses as o r­ 
chard grass.

is w orth buying.

A N SW ER: A lthough it is im ­ 
possible to say specifically w hat 
is wrong with them w ithout seeing 
them ,

is a p retty

chance th a t the spruce m entioned 
is infested w ith red spider. I have 
seen several instances in the past 
few weeks where entire plants of 
spruce and arborvitae especially 
have become severely Injured w ith 
red spider in the period of a week 
or two th a t the owner has not not­ 
iced them . 
Although the plants 
are seriously weakened by this a t­ 
tack the spider may be killed as 
recommended above by a thorough 
dusting with sulphur. 
A second 
application in a few w eeks’ tim e 
m ay be necessary. 
Q U ESTIO N : Some so rt of worm 
is eating the foliage of my roses. 
Although I have sprayed regularly 
with Black Leaf 40 I was unable 
to kill it.
